Cops under fire from 
judge in parade mix-up

A ROW has broken out between 
Northamptonshire Police and the 
Crown Prosecution Service after the 
Force was blasted by a judge for not 
doing their job properly. 

Judge Richard Bray slammed the 
police after the Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) told him that they 
wanted to drop a case against a man 
charged with robbery and assault - 
because an ID parade had not taken 
place. 


This was despite the victim saying 
that he knew his attacker by a nick¬ 
name, which the defendant, who we 
have chosen not to name, admitted 
to using. 

In Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday the CPS went before Judge 
Bray and announced that they 
wanted to drop all of the charges as 
they felt an identification parade 
needed to take place. 

Judge Bray said: “I’m very 
concerned about it as it looks as 
through the police are in serious 
breach of their duty. 


“This is a clear case of robbery and 
there should be at least an identity 
parade. There may be some special 
reason but on the face of it, it seems 
as they have failed in their duty.” 

However, Northamptonshire Police 
maintain that they were never asked 
to do the parade by the CPS and have 
offered to do one if they are asked in 
the future. 

PC Stuart Roberts, officer in the 
case, said: “Following the investiga¬ 
tion, we presented the case to the 
CPS. Based on the witness identifica¬ 
tion and subsequent interviews that 


were submitted to the CPS, we were 
not advised that a ID parade would be 
required and as such none took place. 

“However, if the situation has 
changed and we now require this to 
take place, it can be conducted.” 

The CPS insist that they have 
spoken to the police on numerous 
occasions to try to get the ID parade 
to happen - to no avail - and have 
warned the case will collapse if it does 
not go ahead. 

A spokesman for the CPS East 
Midlands said: “Although when this 
case was initially charged, a formal 


identification procedure was not 
specifically requested, CPS prosecu¬ 
tors have subsequently advised 
police officers in this case verbally 
and in writing that an identification 
procedure is essential for the case to 
proceed. When the case went to 
court this had still not taken place. 

“The case has now been adjourned 
to allow the police to undertake an 
identification procedure or confirm 
that they are not going to do so, 
which will mean that the case will be 
discontinued as there will be insuffi¬ 
cient evidence.”

NORTHAMPTON’S new bus station may 
be built at the expense of an art installa¬ 
tion. 

The borough council revealed this week 
that their preferred site for the new bus 
rank will be on the site of the Fishmarket 
in the town - currently an art gallery. 

However, the authority has pledged to 
help find the Northampton Arts Collective, 
who run the former market, a new home. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, Northampton 
Borough Council portfolio holder for 
assets and regeneration, said: “A new bus 
interchange is something that many peo¬ 
ple have told us is essential as part of the 
work we are doing to regenerate and 
improve the town centre. 

“Over the last few months, we have 
been looking at how we can create a 
modern bus interchange that is function¬ 
al and welcoming for bus users and peo¬ 
ple coming into our town. 

“Having carefully considered a number 
of potential options, our preferred solu¬ 
tion is one that involves redeveloping the 
land where the old indoor market cur¬ 
rently stands. 

“There is still a lot to do but work has 


already begun with our partners at 
Northamptonshire County Council and 
West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation. 

“We are also talking with the 
Northampton Arts Collective, who cur¬ 
rently use the former indoor market on a 
rent free basis, to see if we can help them 


to find a new home. We know that a 
new bus interchange is a very 
important issue and we will be making 
as much detail as possible available 
when it is considered by our cabinet next 
month.”

Motorist security firm hits out over police boycott 


A SECURITY company has slammed 
Northamptonshire Police for not adopt¬ 
ing a policy of dealing with them. 

Policewitness.com has been set up by 
retired ex-cop Alan Featherstone who 
used to be the assistant chief constable 
at the Force. 

The company provides a video securi¬ 
ty system to motorists who can record 
people breaking the law and pass the 
information on to police. 

The firm states this is a free service but 
an annual registration fee is required. 

Policewitness.com claim that 
Northamptonshire Police have been 
pushing for the service to be boycotted 
by other forces. 

Mr Featherstone said: “I am astound¬ 


ed by the lack of vision from Northants 
Police, what happened to good old fash¬ 
ioned customer service? 

“Our service ensures that the police 
service captures not just the incident 
the public are reporting but the 
specifics about the outcome they expect 
and how the incident has left them feel¬ 
ing, thus delivering exceptional cus¬ 
tomer service to those they serve. 

“Northants Police were informed out 
of courtesy as all other forces have been. 
The fact they do not wish to assign a 
dedicated contact is immaterial and, in 
my own view, shortsighted. 

“Our contact therefore until such time 
as a dedicated contact is communicated 
will be the Chief Constable. I can con¬ 


firm that any reports received from the 
public will be emailed directly to him.” 

However, Northamptonshire Police 
have said that they have not dismissed 
the service and have simply transferred 
it to a national body before deciding 
whether to adopt it. 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport said: “We are aware of this 
initiative and we have forwarded the 
proposal to the national road policing 
portfolio. 

“The initiative is applicable to all 
forces and the national body is the 
most appropriate forum for the 
proposal to be considered and for a 
decision to be made in respect of a way 
forward.” 


Six people arrested in a series of drug operations 


A NUMBER of arrests were made across 
Northampton yesterday in multiple 
drugs busts. 

A 24-year-old man from South Holme 
Court, Thorplands, was arrested in con¬ 
nection with the possession of Class A 
drugs with intent to supply after heroin 
and cannabis were discovered at the 
premises. 

A cannabis factory, filled with hundreds

Saints’ stadium 
to become ‘most 
dedicated rugby

NORTHAMPTON Saints have ann¬ 
ounced plans to redevelop Franklin’s 
Gardens after years of wrangling. 

A planning application for the ground, 
which was subject to much debate 
between the Saints and Northampton 
Borough Council’s previous Liberal 
Democrat administration, has been 
entered and includes a new north stand 
and an increase in capacity to just less 
than 15,500. 

The new stand would turn Franklin’s 
Gardens into a wraparound arena and 
has been designed by the Peter Haddon 
Partnership. 

The development would see the club 
become the most dedicated rugby facili¬ 
ty in the country and is hoped to be com¬ 
pleted in the summer of 2013. 

The Saints were in talks with 
supermarket giants ASDA to partner the 
new stand and although it is not clear 
whether a link will continue with the 
retailer, the club has stated that this is how 
it intends to finance the redevelopment. 

Saints chairman Leon Barwell said: 
“The development of Franklin’s Gardens 
is a long-standing issue and we believe 
we can now see the light at the end of the 
tunnel. 

“Although we have had plans for the 
North Stand, we have also been talking in 
abstracts about the timeline for the 
development. 

“We are therefore very pleased to be in 
the position to confirm not just what the 
new North Stand will look like but also 
when we intend for the development to 
take place. This gives us plenty of time

Mr Barwell said: “We will also have the 
option of using stadiurmmk in Milton 
Keynes which will be increasing in 
capacity up to 32,000 in the next 12 
months and would give many more sup¬ 
porters the opportunity to watch the 
Saints than we could ever fit into 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

“We remain committed to the town of 
Northampton but we also have to ensure 
that the Saints does not get left behind in 
what is a very competitive sport. 

“This development will give us the abil¬ 
ity to continue our investment in the 
playing side of the club, including spend¬ 
ing up to the limits of the salary cap, 
while continuing the sustainability of 
the club as a business which after all is in 
the interests of everyone associated with 
the club.”

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Cops should target accident hotspots on roads 


YOUR story on speed cameras on 
September 15 was interesting but 
in my opinion misses the point. 

Is the target of the police really to 
catch as many speeding motorists 
as possible or is it about saving 
lives and reducing injury and 
accidents? 

Which are the most dangerous 
sections of roads in 
Northamptonshire? Are these the 
roads where the mobile cameras 
are located? I would suggest not 
always. 

I have seen mobile cameras 
located at sites where the roads 
are as safe as one could reason¬ 
ably expect, eg. the new dual car¬ 
riageway section of Weedon Road 
where there is a rather ridiculous 
40mph speed limit. 

Other places include the A5 


between Towcester 
and the racecourse 
and even at the bot¬ 
tom of a hill just 
before the speed de¬ 
restriction signs in 
Fosters Booth. 

These are places 
that in the overall 
scheme of things are 
not dangerous but 
are places where 
motorists could 
allow their car to 
exceed the limit 
because they are reaching the de¬ 
restriction zone, going down a hill 
or in the case of the Weedon Road, 
ignore it because it is seen as 
unnecessary (50mph would be 
more appropriate in my opinion). 

There have been many accidents 


and even deaths at 
the awkward S 
bend near 

Campion School, 
Bugbrooke. What 
has been done 
about straighten¬ 
ing the road or 
moving the speed 
limit signs to 
before the bend? 
Nothing. 

There are now so 
many potholes on 
this road, and on 
other stretches of road in the 
county, that people are having to 
try to dodge them to protect the 
suspension of their cars. 

The Ml stretch between 

junction 15 and 16 must be the 

most dangerous stretch of road in 


the county. What has been done to 
improve the stretch or make it 
safer? 

Let’s see some real figures from 
the police relating to accident 
blackspots, serious injury or 
deaths to percentages of mobile 
camera time spent at those sites, 
including the Ml. 

Much as I disapprove of people 
breaking the law and driving 
dangerously, the ‘speed camera’ 
system does not get my vote 
because I believe there is a 
compromise between raising 
enough money from the fines to 
run it and saving lives. I think Cl 
Bell summed it up when he said 
and I quote from your story “it’s all 
about the financial issue.”

All patients deserve the same rights 


■ In response to our story 
on September 8 about 
Northampton General 
Hospital cutting a service 
that helps patients deal with 
psychological problems to 
save almost £150,000 a year. 
PATIENTS midway through 
treatment have been 
dumped, as if they weren’t 
feeling bad enough, to be 
told a service no longer 
exists. The hospital chiefs 
don’t talk about how the 
future care of these patients 
is being co-ordinated. 

Why do cancer patients get 
preferential treatment, 
surely this is discrimination, 
what makes their condition 
more needy than others? 

Ill health is ill health. If a 
person is suffering psycho¬ 
logically or physically, they 
deserve to be treated 
humanely. 

I have a life threatening 
genetic condition, not 
cancer, but life threatening, 
I’m waiting to hear if I can 
get surgery including a 
transplant at Newcastle, as 
Oxford couldn’t give me a 
reasonable outcome after 
spending months putting 
me through tests. 

I constantly live in pain 
supported by opiates but 
these only take the edge off 
the pain. Without surgery I 
will die a very painful death, 


I found the psychology 
service a lifeline, someone 
who understood my pain, 
suffering and despair. 

That support is now gone, 
the chiefs say alternative 
support will be given in the 
form of a counsellor. 

It is an insult to me and 
psychologists to think that a 
counsellor will be able to 
help such a complex situa¬ 
tion, if I had cancer (not just 
terminal cancer but any 
form of cancer) I would be 
able to continue with 
psychology support, how is 
that fair? 

How can they say that 
someone with a usually 
treatable condition is worthy 
of a better level of support 
than 1.1 am not alone, there 
are hundreds of people just 
like me in Northamptonshire 
with similar stories who’ve 
been affected by this cut - 
£147K is it really such a 
saving? 

How many self induced ill¬ 
nesses are getting supported, 
people who through their 
own willfulness have caused 
themselves ill health - 
addicts, obese, unwanted 
pregnancies, smokers and so 
the list goes on, all causing 
themselves to be ill and all 
being supported at a greater 
cost than 147K.

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Rat’s your lot: Plan 
to get rid of rodents

A PLAN is in the pipeline to get rat catchers back onto the streets 
of Northampton. 

Northampton Borough Labour Councillor Danielle Stone put 
forward a motion at a council meeting with a view to bringing back 
pest control in the town. 

The previous Liberal Democrat administration cut the serv¬ 
ice in 2009, 
in a bid to 
save cash. 

The council has 
pledged to look into and 
debate the issue to see if the 
methods of pest control can be brought 
back next year. 

Cllr Stone said: “There are two reasons why this 
should be brought back. One is the public health risk 
that pests and particularly rats carry. 

“The second is the cost to people to get private pest 
controllers in. It can cost as much as £135 for a one-off 
rat catcher and someone on the minimum wage will 
only earn something like £220 a week. 

“I’m not sure private individuals should have to pay 
for a public health risk.” 

Cllr Stone believes that the increase in pests, 
particularly rats, is on the rise due to the economic 
climate, with fewer people able to afford to rid the rats 
from their property, as well as an increase in flytipping. 

Cllr Stone said: “I have had a lot of experience with rats. 

I know a lot about them. I have often had them in my garden 
and I have used all the home remedies to try to get rid of them. 

“Frankly none of them work and they are very expensive. 

I don’t think it’s good enough to tell people to just go and buy 
some rat poison.”

The Big Society should 
come with instructions 


W here is the instruction 

book for the Big Society? 

I do not know about you but I like 
my birthday and Christmas 
presents to be complete surprises. 
So, when my girlfriend presented 
me with a large and tightly 
wrapped packed parcel for my 
birthday, I was already feeling like 
a child again. 

What could it be? 

Of course, no surprise present is 
complete without a guess as to its 
contents. 

It rattled but otherwise offered 
not a clue as to its contents. 

So, time to resort to the timeless 
fun of ripping the paper off to 
reveal a bird feeder with bags of 
bird food and a book to identify the 
birds that might come to feed. 

Now, we all know the frustration 
of assembling flat pack furniture. 

There always seems to be a few 
too many or too few screws or the 
instructions have lost something in 
the translation from the original 
Chinese but this was a breeze to 
assemble. 

But as I manoeuvre the eight 
foot high feeder carefully through 
the door, it dawns on me that the 
instructions ought to have told me 
to have assembled it outside first. 

After a few trials, a good place 
that is close to the house to see 
the birds but with suitable 
protection from the local cats is 
selected and in the feeder goes. 

Even, as I load the feeder with 
food, a couple of birds have 
mysteriously appeared from 
nowhere and are expectantly 
watching me. 


And what is that mysterious 
shadow trying to hide in the 
undergrowth? Step forward, 
‘Monty’ my name for the 
neighbour’s extremely old and fat 
cat. 

Within minutes of retreating into 
the house, the first bird alights on 
the feeder and starts a seemingly 
endless cycle of hopping from a 
nearby tree onto the bird feeder 
and back again. 

Over the next couple of days, 
more and more birds come visiting 
and what a joy it is to watch them 
feeding. 

Three days later, it is obvious that 
I am going to have to replenish the 
food supplies. 

So, it is off to the pet shop for 
some advice. 

The assistant gives me a little 
leaflet which starts with the 
following “Once you’ve started 
feeding birds in your garden, don’t 
suddenly stop. 

“The birds will get used to a 
regular supply of food from your 
garden and will soon become 
dependent.” 

Now, the birds have given me so 
much pleasure, that I and my 
wallet already know that we are 
going to be regular customers of 
the pet shop but the word 
dependency sends a shiver down 
my spine. 

I have lost count of the number 


of times that I have heard 
politicians of all political hues use 
the phrase dependency culture in 
all sorts of contexts. 

Most recently, it has been Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
suggesting that his idea of the Big 
Society is the way to end the 
dependency of many on the state. 

Nobody seems to know where 
the Tories dreamed up the idea of 
the Big Society and it seems to be 
all things to all men. 

Maybe they got it from thinking 
that individuals and charities can 
help look after individuals in the 
same way as I have started 
feeding my local birds. 

Well, if they did then there are 
some other lessons that they 
ought to have learned just like I 
have from feeding the birds. 

Caring for the old and the weaker 
members of our society is not a 
cheap business and it costs 
money not just money up front 
but it cost money each and every 
year. 

Voluntary and family carers 
might start off as amateurs but 
they quickly need some proper 
information, support and training. 

It really is time for the Tories to 
come clean and give us the proper 
and full instruction book for their 
idea of a Big Society and more 
importantly tell us how they are 
going to pay for it.

MORE than 400 people gathered 
at Northampton High School to 
attend a memorial service to 
Xing Ding. 

Xing, 18, was murdered with her 
family, dad Jeff, 46, mum Helen, 
47, and little sister Alice, 12, on 
April 29, in her home in Simpson 
Manor, Northampton. 

The memorial, which took place 
at the school on Friday, saw the 
talented former student remem¬ 
bered through music and poetry. 

A DVD of Xing and Alice per¬ 
forming at the School Proms in 
2008 at The Royal Albert Hall was 
also shown. 

Xing, a talented pupil who was 
due to study medicine at the 
University of Nottingham, was 
also awarded her A Levels posthu¬ 
mously. Headmistress Sarah 
Dixon led the tributes on her blog. 



She said: “It was great to see so 
many girls, parents, colleagues 
and friends of the school at our 
memorial service for Xing on 
Friday evening. 

“It was really moving to hear so 
many fond memories and a var¬ 
ied programme of superb music, 
launched by the County Strings 
Symphonia, which was an appro¬ 
priate tribute to Xing. 

“We were thrilled that the exami¬ 


nation boards decided that they 
wanted to authenticate posthu¬ 
mous A Levels for Xing so we were 
able to display her four A* grade 
certificates, amongst many photos 
and other touching memorabilia.” 

■ Police are still searching for 
the prime suspect in the murder, 
Anxiang Du, 52. 

Previously unseen footage of 
Mr Du is due to air on TV in 
tonight’s edition of Crimewatch. 

The new footage shows Mr Du 
abandoning a car at 2.27am on 
Saturday, April 30 in London. That 
was the last confirmed sighting. 

Officers in the North¬ 
amptonshire Police incident room 
will be manning the phones and 
answering calls from the public 
during the programme. 

Potential sightings continue to 
be received by the team and are 
all being followed up.

ONE of the county’s MPs has set 
up a new charity in the hope of 
helping fix broken parts of 
society.

We know from 
the shocking rioting and looting on 
our streets last month that there is 
a desperate need to address the 
broken elements within our 
society. 

“NORPIP will offer intensive 
therapeutic counselling to 
Northamptonshire families who 
are struggling to form a secure 
bond with their baby. 

“It will work with parent and 
baby together to build a positive 
relationship that meets the needs 
of the baby. 

“I’m convinced that Parent Infant 
Projects can offer a massive 
contribution to mending our 
broken society.” 

NORPIP will initially be operat¬ 
ing from Victoria House in 
Towcester. 

Vanessa Bird, the office manager, 
would be interested in hearing 
from volunteers.

Cops praise 
initiative for 
fall in crime

HOUSE burglary, robbery 
and vehicle crime in 
Northamptonshire has been 
cut by almost a third since 
the launch of Operation 
Guardian two years ago. 

The scheme came into force 
on September 14, 2009 and 
the total number of serious 
acquisitive crimes between 
then and September 13, 2011 
is 16,589. 

In the two years prior to the 
launch of Guardian 
between September 14, 2007 
and September 13, 2009 - the 
comparative figure was 
24,464. 

In the last two years, there 
have been 7,875 fewer 
offences, a reduction of 32 
per cent. The largest falling 
category has been vehicle 
crime but there have also 
been significant reductions in 
burglary and robbery. 

Arrests over the two years 
total 3,626 and in terms of 
offenders brought to justice, 
this figure has topped 1,000 
every month between 
December 2010 and May 
2011. Superintendent Mark 


Evans, the Force lead for 
Operation Guardian, said: 
“House burglaries, robbery 
and vehicle crime have fallen 
dramatically and while we 
have actually carried out 
more than 3,000 arrests 
around these offences in the 
last two years, the arrest 
figure is dropping because 
significantly fewer crimes are 
being committed. 

“There is plenty to be proud 
of and some good news 
stories to tell, stories about 
offenders who have rehabili¬ 
tated through our Integrated 
Offender Management 
programme, about offenders 
brought to book if they refuse 
help and about victims of 
burglary reunited with 
possessions they thought had 
gone for good. 

“We will be continuing to 
put the fear of crime into the 
criminal by mobilisation of 
all Force personnel and part¬ 
ners to conduct high-profile 
enforcement activity and we 
are adapting and refreshing 
our tactics constantly in order 
to have the best impact.” 

The operation has been 
responsible for countless 
cannabis factory raids.

A STUDY and report on the far right movement will come 
under the spotlight tomorrow when the University of 
Northampton hosts a conference on how these groups 
work. JONATHAN REILLY spoke to Dr Paul Jackson to find 
out how the far right is still part of today’s society. 


THE phrase ‘far right’ often conjures 
stereotypical images of Hitler, the Nazis 
and swastikas. 

And while historically this may be the 
case, the extreme right has evolved like 
almost everything else in the political 
landscape. 

Tomorrow 50 leading experts on these 
groups will gather at the University of 
Northampton in a bid to understand the 
mentality of these organisations. 

Under the spotlight will be one of the 
UK’s most recent far right groups, the 
English Defence League, more common¬ 
ly known as the EDL. 

At the conference a report, which was 
part-funded by the national domestic 
extremism unit, will say it believes the 
EDL is a far right group. 

Author of the document Dr Paul 
Jackson, pictured, a lecturer in history at 
the university, said: “There seems to be 
some resistance to call them a far right 
organisation or extremist group but we 
have seen that they carry the main traits 
of these kinds of groups. 

“They distance themselves from main¬ 
stream politics and are Islamaphobic by 
nature, although the EDL is a new form 
of far right organisation that has moved 
away from Neo-Nazism and anti-semitic 
agendas.” 

Dr Jackson explained why the group 
started in Luton as opposed to other 
similar sized towns, such as 



Northampton, despite being only 35 
miles apart. 

He said: “The EDL were able to latch 
onto the football firm that was already 
present in the town and there were also 
social issues. 

“Add to that a tiny minority of the 
Muslim community having, or seen to 
have extremists links, it only took the 
protest at the homecoming march by 
soldiers in March 2009 to spark the 
whole thing off.” Despite not having an 
entrenched far right group, the expert 
believes there are more people who are

supportive of the group than the main¬ 
stream media may suggest. 

“Anywhere could see minor move¬ 
ments from the EDL. The way they plan 
their demonstrations is done in such a 
way that deals with the localism of the 
far right. 

“Whether these will gain prominence 
in other towns including Northampton 
is unknown - more research needs to be 
done. 

“Undoubtedly there will be some peo¬ 
ple in Northampton who agree with the 
views of the EDL but feel they are too 
violent to support them.” 

Although Dr Jackson doesn’t believe 
that the group could be dangerous 
in terms of terrorism, he believes that 
the EDL could easily be a spawning 
place for an individual with a violent 


nature. The group is more interested in 
protests and demonstrations but we 
have seen individuals taking measures 
into their own hands, individuals burn¬ 
ing the Koran, or placing pigs’ heads in 
mosques. It only takes one individual to 
believe their self-importance for you to 
have an atrocity like the one committed 
by Anders Breivik in Norway.” 

The use of social media within the EDL 
has also been observed in the report to 
assess how the group uses the tool, to 
gain support and organise events. 

After the conference the report will be 
passed onto the relevant policy-makers 
and will also be made available to the 
general public. 

The academics will hope no doubt that 
people’s ideas of the far right will soon 
get up to speed.

Spot checks tackle

A CAMPAIGN is to tackle the 
problem of inconsiderate and 
dangerous parking around 
primary schools in the north 
sector of Northampton. 

The campaign, spearheaded by

Byrne aims for 
better comedy

A COMEDIAN can start life as an 
up-and-coming star doing jokes in the 
style of their favourite act or they can, 
without knowing, see their influence 
pop up in unexpected ways.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Saints all at sea but 
Mayday call can wait 


RUGBY UNION 

TOM May has found himself in far worse situations 
during his rugby career than Northampton Saints 
do at present, and is determined to use his 
experience to help them overcome their stuttering 
start to the season. 

Saturday’s 14-13 home loss against London Irish 
means Northampton have taken just one win from 
their first three Aviva Premiership games of the 
season, although they can get back on track away 
to Sale Sharks tomorrow night. 

Having experienced relegation battles in his final 
seasons with Newcastle Falcons, May [pictured 
above] can draw on that to help his current team¬ 
mates. Indeed, it was his own performances as a 
stand-in fly half that helped the Falcons avoid the 
drop in 2009. 

Despite only joining in the summer, the 32-year- 
old is regarded as one of the senior players at 
Franklin’s Gardens and will be imparting his 
wisdom to the younger members of the squad to 
help guide them. 

“I remember when I lost when I was younger that 
you would just be killing yourself for days, but in 
this league you don't have that much time,” said 
May. Understand the mistakes you’ve made and let 
it hurt still, but move on and we have to move on 
to the next game pretty quickly. 

“I suppose the good thing about having a short 
turnaround is that you get another crack at the 
whip fairly soon and there is not too much waiting. 

“For me, personally I would prefer to get my kit 
back on, go back out there and do it all over again, 
but we’ll come back and we’ll be fine. 

“We’re not playing particularly well, but we’ll work 
on playing better. You can only keep pushing and 
pushing in training, you fight your way out of it. 

“I’ve been in a lot worse positions with different 
teams and that’s the only way you get yourself out 
of it. You don’t feel sorry for yourself, you don’t feel 
too down - it’s head down, arse up and keep 
pushing through.” 

Neither Northampton nor London Irish 
particularly shone during last weekend’s game, 
with the match decided by Tom Homer’s penalty 
three minutes from time. 

Any late penalty call that leads to a score is 
always going to be contentious, especially as many 
home fans felt referee Martin Fox had missed a 
knock-on by the Exiles in the build-up. 

May was not making any excuses afterwards 
though. He said: “We’ve got to get ourselves into a 
position where it’s not down to the flick of a coin. 

“No-one tries to make errors, but if you try to 
push too hard, if you’re too eager and too 
enthusiastic you can put too much pressure on 
yourself. We need to cut that out quickly - we 
shouldn't be putting silly balls down, we shouldn’t 
be giving away so many daft penalties, and we 
know we’ve got to fix that. 

“Everyone hates losing and the most important 
thing is to come back with our heads held high, 
just crack on with it because we don’t just turn 
into a bad team over two or three weeks. We know 
what we can do, we know we’re not playing 
particularly well and it’s up to this group to drag 
ourselves out of it. 

“We need to keep hold of the ball, not give away 
stupid penalties and understand what the game 
needs at particular times. 

“We got to that position and we just needed to 
defend well, and we’ll learn from that, bounce back 
and come back stronger.” 


Clarke keen to progress 
after inking a new deal

CALUM Clark is determined to keep 
improving after being rewarded with a new 
contract at Northampton Saints just three 
games into the new season. 

The flanker, who joined from Leeds Carnegie 
last summer, quickly established himself in 
the side last season, making more 
appearances than any other squad member 
with 35. 

He was also voted Young Player of the 
Season by the fans, but the 22-year-old is not 
resting on his laurels and is ready to push on in 
his development. 

“I feel like I’ve improved a lot as a player,” he 
said. “I feel that comes with playing with top 
quality players as well as being coached by top 
quality coaches. 

“I feel like I’ve matured and that my 
discipline has improved, which was a problem 
when I was younger, but again, that comes 
with playing in bigger games where a penalty 
can mean a win or a loss.

Despite his young age, Clark was entrusted 
with the captaincy at times when Dylan 
Hartley and Phil Dowson were both absent 
during the course of last season. 

A former England Under-20 skipper, he 
continued to develop those skills and believes 
he has learnt from being around the two men 
who also take that responsibility at the club. 

And while his leadership skills are one area 
Clark wants to continue to develop, he also 
feels he is in the right place to continue 
improving the other aspects of his game. 

“I’m really pleased to have committed 
myself, the club is in a good position both on 
and off the field and I’m pleased that they 
wanted to keep hold of me,” he said. 

“I wanted to stay so it was pretty easy 
decision to make. 

“It’s always nice to have the backing of the 
coaches, but you always want to keep 
performing, keep improving and I want to kick 


on. I want to try and improve myself as a 
player and get good results for the club. 

“The next three or four years are really 
important for me, developing as a player. I 
took all of that into consideration and I think 
there is no better place to be than here. 

“Obviously, with the length of contract 
coming at this time it’s the perfect place to be 
and the perfect length of deal to be develop¬ 
ing and getting better as a player.” 

Clark has once again been a mainstay of the 


side in the opening weeks of the season and is 
now aiming to make up for the defeats against 
Harlequins and London Irish with victory at Sale 
Sharks tomorrow night. 

“It would be the perfect way for him to 
celebrate his new contract. 

“I always want to win,” said Clark. “I take it 
personally if we lose and find it hard to deal 
with when we play badly. 

“The sooner we can start playing well and 
winning it makes my life a lot happier.”

Tonks helped them to a 19-10 triumph that 
night, and now they return with eight players 
absent due to the World Cup. 

The situation in the league is slightly different, 
although it is far too early to be reading 
anything into Northampton sitting ninth, having 
only played three games. 

Nevertheless, director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
is looking for a repeat of that showing after last 
Saturday s 14-13 loss at home to London Irish. 

“It’s shown that we can do that and we need 
to back that up,” he said. “We had a good pre¬ 
season this year, but we’ve not really hit the 
heights as yet that we want to. We’ve got a 
good team and we know that all those players 
can play well, and hopefully it will come good 
on Friday night. 

“Playing up at Edgeley Park is difficult, 


particularly on a Friday night, and I think Sale 
like to have that intimidating atmosphere up 
there. But we know what to expect - we’ve 
been there before, we won up there last year 
and there is no reason why we can’t do it again. 

“[Sale director of sport] Steve Diamond has 
talked about getting a bit of Northern pride 
back up at Sale and I think he’s probably going 
to do that. It has shown from their last two 
games that they are a decent side now and 
they won’t be pushed around.” 

After losing their opening fixture, Sale have 
beaten both London Irish and London Wasps in 
the past two weeks, despite having ten players 
away at the World Cup. And Mallinder, who 
spent 15 years with the Sharks as a player and 
coach, is keen for his side to rediscover the 
winning habit tomorrow night. 

He said: “I don’t think you need to worry too 
much about the league table just at this 
moment in time. 

“But what we’ve got to make sure is that, over 
this period when the internationals are away, 
we work hard and get a certain number of 
points on the board so that when the 
internationals are back we’re in a really good 
position. It’s a difficult and strange time of the 
season. We’re only three games in so it’s hard to 
see which teams are doing well and who isn’t. 


“I think Sale will be really pleased - they 
sneaked a win against Irish, went down to 
Wasps and had a really good win against a side 
who had been playing well previously, so they’ll 
be in a buoyant mood and I think they’ll be very 
confident when they play us.” 

It was a late penalty from Tom Homer that 
snatched Irish a one point win over the Saints 
at Franklin’s Gardens, which was just one of 
several close games so far this season. 

“If you look at a lot of the results throughout 
the Premiership there have been some really 
close games, and London Irish the week before 
narrowly lost to Sale by an odd point,” said 
Mallinder. “A lot of results are like that and we’ve 
got to make sure we are better, stronger and 
that we don’t leave it to the referee’s decision in 
the last couple of minutes to decide a game. 

“We were very frustrated after the weekend, 
but we’ve looked at the game, had a good chat 
about it and we did play well in parts. 

“There were some good scrums, some good 
line-outs and a little bit in our attacking play, 
although probably not enough in attack. 

“In terms of defence we generally defended 
well, but switched off on a couple of vital 
occasions and we’ve got to get that right.”

Di Resta ready to 
sling himself into 
Singapore circuit

PAUL di Resta is relishing the challenge of 
taking to the Marina Bay Street Circuit under 
the lights as the Formula One World 
Championship heads to Singapore this 
weekend. 

The British Force India driver goes into the 
race having scored points in two of his last 
three outings, with an eighth place at Monza 
in the Italian Grand Prix two weeks ago. 

Fie gained some familiarity with the track 
last year, having attended the race as the 
Silverstone-based team’s test and reserve 
driver, although did not drive it. 

Di Resta said: “I definitely enjoy the 
challenge [of street circuits] and you have to 
take a slightly different approach to them. 

“It’s all about having as much time in the 
car so that you can push right to the limits 
of the track. We will also need to keep any 
eye on the weather because any rain storms 
could hamper things. I just hope we get 
some dry weather while I learn the track. 

“I was there last year watching and I 
walked the track, so I know the layout. 

“But it’s true that Singapore is probably 
going to be one of the more difficult tracks 
to get up to speed on because it’s such a 
long lap. Also, with any street circuit you 
need to build up your confidence over the 
weekend.” 

Di Resta [pictured above] was satisfied 
with his performance last time out on what 
was his first visit to Monza, and he will again 
be aiming for another points finish on 
Sunday’s night race. 

“I don’t think we could have achieved any 
more, to be honest,” he said. “I think that’s 
where our performance level was. We 
struggled in general with the car’s 
performance and we were fighting all the 
way, so picking up four points was a great 
result. There were a lot of different 
approaches going on in that race with some 
teams concentrating more on race pace 
than qualifying. It shows you can never 
underestimate any team.” 

■ OLIVER Gavin’s hopes of claiming the GT 
Class title in the American Le Mans Series 
were ended in the six-hour American Le 
Mans Monterrey at Laguna Seca on 
Saturday. 

Gavin and his team-mate Jan Magnussen 
finished fifth in their Corvette C6.R, 15.9 
seconds behind the winning Porsche 911 
GT3 of Joerg Bergmeister and Patrick Long. 

The No.62 Ferrari, third across the finish 
line, received a post-race penalty for 
avoidable contact, promoting the pair from 
sixth to fifth in the final results. 

Gavin said: “It was a very long day, and 
definitely not the result we were looking for, 
It really didn’t pan out for us at all. We were 
never really in the fight and were always 
hanging out at the back in fourth, fifth or 
sixth. We seemed to have a lot of tyre 
degradation and drop off for some reason 
and we can’t seem to get to the bottom of 
that at the moment as to why it happened 
here.” 

It meant that BMW Team RLL drivers Joey 
Fland and Dirk Mueller claimed the 
championship for 2011, with Gavin and 
Magnussen second in the standings.
